THE WAR IN SAMOA 


and Eluded In a Single 


Night. 


MATAAFA COMPLETELY OVERTHROWN. 


The King's Forces Victorious in a 


Short and Decisive Campaign—The 


Foreign Consuls Demand and Re- 
ceive the Old Rebel's Surrender. 


APIA, Samoa, July 19, via San Fran- 


cisco, Aug. 4.—War broke out between 
Malietoa's and Mataafa's forces, but 
war bhips of the three powers inter- 
vened and stopped the fighting. Ma- 
taafa and his chiefs have surrendered. 
Mataafa's loss was thirty killed and 
twenty wounded. 


A large detachment of Mataafa's men 


we re stationed in a cattle yard 
As 


the king's men advanced, the men on 
Mataafa's side recognized friends and 
called out cordial greetings. Hand- 
shakes were indulged in and kava ex- 
changed. It seemed as if friendly re- 
lations were to be re-established 


One ferocious old warrior named 


Patu urged the kind's men back into 
the ranks, when somebody fired a shot 
and the fight commenced. Firing be- 
came general and deadly. On the sea 
"beach, opposite the cattle yards, were 
posted a number of the king's men. 


Mataafa'fc men advanced to the wall 


and were exposed to a raking fire. 
Another detachment of 
Malietoa's 


troops took advantage of an opening1 
in the side of the wall to pour in re- 
peated and deadly voheys. The Ma- 
taaflU's were forced to a stone wall a 
little distance in the Imsh. Here they 
made a stand and Mahetoa's men re- 
tired 
When they attacked the place 


next morning Matauta and his men had 
fled. 


On his was back from tlie fight Ma- 


taafa, who IMIS wounded, set fire to his 
own town, which was burned to tho 
ground. 
At latest accounts lie had 


gone t<> Upolo, whei't! he was hemmed 
in and had no chance of escape, 


The foreign consuls at Apia have is- 


sued u proclamation ordering all the 
white inhabitants to keep away from 
the natives and to take no part in tho 
hostilities 
Malictoa's forces number 


i_,500 men, while those of the rebel 
chief are only about 8UO 


During the night nothing usual hap- 


pened. The dead bodies of three of 
MalU'toa'b men were brought in next 
m 01 rung 
Wounded men came strag- 


gling1 in one or two at a time, slung1 on 
poles or assisted to walk by their 
friends. Ten wounded weie put into 
a temporary hospital and attended to 
by surgeons of tho German men-of-war 
Sperber and liu/ara, while two others 
\\ereuttendedtoatthe American con- 
sulate 


Fathei llroyer, French missionary, 


addressed the chief justice on the ques* 
tion c' honorable peace being granted 
to Mataafa, 
lie was referred to the 


consuls, who again refei red him to th« 
king. Father liroyer wab informed 
that his majesty \\onld hear of no 
terms of conditional peace 


In talking of the li"-ht Purser Keith 


of the Moiim\ ;n said

Mataafa will surrender 


unconditionally und that will end tho 
war.

Mataafa and nearly thirty chiefs sur- 


rendered at tho demands of the con- 
suls. The following is the copy of a 
letter sent by the consuls to Mataafa,

verandas of houses while the warriors 
held the streets. The whites were at 
-he mercy of the excited natives, who 
were crazed with victory and blood, 
and if there had been any clash would 
>rol»ably have been massacred.

Stocks Still Much Above the Lowest 


Prices of 1877, and Railroad Earn- 


ings Much Better—Failures Nu- 


merous but 1*668 Important. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—R. (J. Dun A 


Co.'s weekly review of trade, published 
this morning, says: 


Wheat has recovered about 4c and pork 82 or 


oiore at Chicago, and orders for exports havo 
caused a sudden advance in oceun freights 
With the great surplus of wheat trought over 
from previous years tlie country will be able to 
meet all demands, even though the crop proves 
smallaenough to justify a considerable advance 
from previous prices With a good crop of corn 
assured unusual accumulations of pork and 
hog products would bo safer on tht ocean than 
In Chicago warehouses and more helpful to 
the country 


Stocks at the lowest point this week 


averaged little more than $4 18 per tihare but it 
Is yet a long way down to the prices of 1877, aver- 
aging-at tho lowest |230 per share, and the 
contrast between the condition and earnings of 
railroads now and then is greater than the dif- 
ference in prices. Railroad earnings continue 
fairly satisfactory though they show a recent 
decrease and a reduction of rates ior World's 
fair travel For good stocks some recovery 
from such a fall as that of last wnelfwas 
Ine- 


vitable, and Its rapidity indicated how many 
stocks had been absorbed by investors here 
and abroad. Though too sudden to be healthy 
or enduring, the rise doubtless reminds somo 
brokers that It la not safe to sell stocks held 
for customers 
Slprns of reaction uppeared on 


Thursday and also early on Friday, but the 
coming gold IB expected to give a further raise 
to prices 


Bank failures havo been almost as numerous 


thm week as for the two preceding jj/eeka, but 
fewer have been of more than local Import- 
ance, Tho westers states show greater dis- 
trust or weakness than other sections Of the 
160 banks failed since March, 5 were in east- 
ern, 48 In southern and 151 in western 
states Failures of national banks numbered 


, of state banks 70, and of prlvato banks 67. 


In anxious efforts to fortify themselves, banks 
throughout the country have looked up n 
large amount of currency, and the depositors 
who have drawn their accounts are also keep- 
Inp out of use many millions As tho entire 
circulation of bills of less than 95 each Is but 
$71,000,000, while the depositors In savings 
banks number nearly 5 OOJ.OOO, tho withdrawal 
or the mere ivlthholdlng of accustomed de- 
posits by a considerable proportion of them 
would put out ot the market much of the small 
notes The demand for these hivs been so 
great that shipments of silver in many cases 
aave boon greatly reduced and the difficulty of 
getting currency for paying omployos c IUJBCS a 
premium for currency In cases ranging as hlgb 
as 2 per cent. Closing of shops and works for 
lack of orders Is tho overshadowing fact .

CASH AND CHECKS. 


It Makes a Difference Sometime* t* 


Banks Which Are Used. 


NEW YOBS, Aug. 5.—One of the local 


financial news agencies printed the 
following dispatch received from their 
Chicago correspondent yesterday morn 
ing: 


The Western national bank, of Nev 


York, having refnse'd to pay a. draft on 
the Chicago Trust and Saving's bank 
the president of the latter has put the 
draft in the hands of an express com 
company, with positive orders to col 
leet the cash. President Tolman of 
the 
Chicago 
Trust 
and 
Savings 


bank claims that he could not get 
J35.000 currency from the Western na 
tional bank. The balance to the credt' 
of tho Chicago institution is abont 
*9,000. The position assumed by Presi 
dent Tolman is considered preposter 
ous here. The explanation of Presi 
dent Brayton Ives, of the Western ua 
tional bank, follows: 


"'We have not refused to honor thi 


draft except in so far as the refusal is 
comprised in the following telegram 
sent by us to the Chicago Trust am 
Saving-s bank: 


The general situation hero does not warran 


a compliance with the request contained in 
your telegram of this date 
Your deposits 


hero are m clearinghouse funds und we're re 
ceivina clearinghouse certificates in payment 
of balances 


"This telegram is word for word the 


same as telegrams sent to the First 
national bank of Chicago by the Pirsi 
national bank, the Pourth nationa 
bank.

seen in jewelry than the lovely blue 
turquoise. Its beauty, its serviceable 
hardness, its pleasing contrast with 
gold, nil explain why it is so much pre- 
ferred to other ordinary stones. 


Only a few exceptionally fine speci- 


mens ot the stone rank with the "ricb 
and rare gems.*1 Much und widely &a 
the tnrquoia is used for personal 
adornment the supply bos for som« 
time considerably exceeded the de- 
mand, except for fine stones ot an un- 
common size. But, as is the case with 
all precious stones, unusually large 
pieces of this stone, when of good qual- 
ity, are eagerly sought after and have 
o very high value. 


Thetarquois has been used as a g«m 


from a very remote period, as it is most 
plentifully found along the shores ot 
the Caspian sea, within the space be- 
lieved by many to have been the cradle 
of the human race. 
It is asserted by historians that the 


ancient Grecians used it in almost all 
the finest and most delicate of their 
work in gold. Want ol certainty about 
the name by which this stone waa 
known in ancient times prevents our 
being able to tell what mystic virtues 
were attached to It, but in the middle 
ages it was supposed to have wonderful 
qualities; indeed it was credited with 
Xnany supernatural virtues.
